Replying to your letter of September 2nd, 


the Colonial notes, about which you write, are 


probably of very little value as they were not re- 
deemed, and, in cunsaquence, a iarge bulk of those 
issued remdined in the hands of the people. Both 
the Delaware and the Maryland notes are considered 
common and they sell for about twenty-five cents each. 


I gan find ne record ef the two-shilling 
note of Penneylvania dated 1774. The two-shilling 
note of 1773 is common and that of 1775, both of which 
would probably sell for twenty-five cents each. The 
two-shilling note of 1764 is slightly rarer and might 
be worth a dollar. Possibly the note mentioned by you 
is one of these dates.
